DR. J. BREASTED, 
ARCHEOLOGIST OF 
CHICAGO U., DIES 


One of World’s Foremost 
Egyptologists and Orient- 
al Scholars Succumbs to 
Streptococcic Infection.

Discoverer and Preserver 
of Knowledge of Past 
Was 70—Translator of 


Tutankhamen Inscriptions

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Dr. James 
H. Breasted, director of the Oriental 
Institute of the University of Chi- 
cago, died today of an infection. 
The archeologist was 70 years old. 
Death came in the Presbyterian 
Medical Center, to which he was 
taken last week from the liner 
Counte di Savoia. 

The hospital announced that Dr. 
Breasted had died of a “hemolytic 
streptococcic infection.” “The con- 
dition .at first was manifested 
through a sore throat and tempera- 
ture,” the announcement continued. 
“This revived an apparently latent 
malarial condition dating from a 
malarial attack which Dr. Breasted 
incurred a number of years ago. 

The announcement was signed by 
Drs. J. Bentley uirer, Albert R. 
Lamb and Fordyce-B.-St-John. 

Charles Breasted, the Egyptolo- 
gist’s son, the assistant director of 
the Orienta] Institute, also joined 
in the statement. He said his fa- 
ther’s body would be cremated. 
There will be no funeral services 
but it was thought likely a memo- 
rial service would be held at the 
University of Chicago. 

Dr. Breasted went to the Inter- 
national Congress of Orientalists in 
Rome in September, One of his 
accomplishments on this trip was 
to persuade the Government of Tran 
(Persia) to allow further explora- 
tion at Persepolis. 


Career of Prof. 
an Explorer of Man’s Past. 


Far. 40 years Prof. James Henry 


Breasted explored the dark of 

past centuries for knowledge of 
civilization’s beginnings. In the 
dust of Armageddon, the tombs of 
Pharaohs and ancient Babylonian 
cities; in worm-eaten papyrus and 
time-worn Egyptian temple inscrip- 


tions; in the palace of King Sargon | 


II and the stables of Solomon, he 
sought for secrets of man’s past, 
labored to push back toward the 
Stone Age the beginning of record- 
ed history. His work made him 
the foremost American Egyptologist 
and one of the world’s leading au- 
thorities on ancient times. 

The subject of his research, he 
once said, was the progress of man 
“from nowhere halfway to some- 
where worth while.” To this task— 
unlike many who had preceded him 
—Dr. Breasted took ability as an 
organizer and administrator, as well 
as scholarly enthusiasm. He cast 
aside the archeologist’s pick and 
developed what, for comparison, 
might be called an archeologi- 
cal steam shovel. This was _ the 
Oriental Institute of the University 
of Chicago, which he organized and 


directed until his death. He called | 


it “the laboratory of man.” 

Through the Institute’s co-ordina- 
tion of the work of experts in arch- 
eology, anthropology, paleontology, 
geology, botany, medicine and biol- 
ogy, he sought to utilize every mod- 
ern research method to restore the 
lost chapters of man’s history. 

Fufids From John D. Jr. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr. put up 
the money for the Institute in 1919 
—$10,000 a year at first and later 
substantially increased, not only by 
Rockefeller but also by other indi- 
viduals and agencies. 

The Institute—now housed in a 
$1,508,000 building on the university 
campus—became the largest archeo- 
logical organization in the world. 
At one time it had 18 expeditions 
strung out along a 3500-mile front 
extending from Persia on the east 
through Irak (where the ancient 
Assyrian and Babylonian empires 
flourished), Syria and Anatolia, in- 
to Palestine and Egypt. 

The white-haired orientalist di- 
vided his time between Chicago and 
his expeditions. In the Nile Valley 
a geological survey disclosed the 
oldest evidence of man yet discov- 
ered in the Near East—Pleistocene 
flint implements made when 
glaciers still covered Europe. An- 
other expedition established that 
formation of the Sahara Desert be- 
gan in the Stone Age. 

Other groups copied and pre- 
served the fast-disappearing inscrip- 
tions of the temple of Seti I at Aby- 
dos and the temple of Medinet Ha- 
bu, built about 1200 B. C. by Rame- 
ses III at ancient Thebes. Tomb

Robert A. Poe Declines to 


Answer Questions on

Joel Mustain of Jedburg, St. Louis 
County, testified this afternoon, in 
the disbarment suit against Ever- 
ett Hullverson and three associate 
lawyers, that he signed in Hullver- 
son's office, by making his mark, a 


‘contract which he had been unable 


to read, and did not know, until a 
month later that he had authorized 
Hullverson to sue his former em- 
the Staso Milling Co. of 


Pacific. 

Mustain said he was taken to 
Hullverson's office by Charles Gas- 
person, since deceased, and that he 
affixed his mark to a paper pre- 
pared by Francis O. Curran, a co- 
defendant of Hullverson in the 
present case. A month later, he 
said, a neighbor told him that the 
Staso Co. had been notified of a 
claim against it by Mustain. 

“f told Charlie Gasperson,” the 
witness said, “that he did me a lot 
of good by taking me into St. Louis. 
Charlie said he had to do what his 
boss told him. I guess he meant 
Hullverson.” 

Mustain said he was called to 
Hullverson’s office, was told his 
case had been settled for $500, and 
was offered $246, with the state- 
ment that a $4 medical fee had 
been deducted from his half 6f the 
$500. He insisted on the full $250, 
he said, and Hullverson gave him 
a check for that amount. 

Poe Refuses to Answer. 

Today was the tenth day of the 
disbarment hearing, before John S. 
Farrington, Special Commissioner 
for the Supreme Court, in the Civil 
Courts Building. The first witness 
called today by the complainant, 
the Bar Committee of the Eighth 
(St. Louis) Judicial Circuit, was 
Robert A. Poe, non-lawyer, former 
employe of Hullverson’s office. 


Poe refused to answer the ques- | 


tion whether he was ever employed 
by Hullverson, saying an answer 
might tend to incriminate him. 

Other questions which Poe re- 
fused to answer, on the ground of 
possible’ self-incrimination, were, 
“Did you ever solicit law business 
for Hullverson?” and “Where were 
you living from 1918 to 1923?” 
Previous witnesses had testified Poe 
was a “runner,” soliciting business 
for Hullverson. 

As to the question of residence, 


Frank Hollingsworth, Bar Commit- 


tee counsel, argued that, because of 
the time limits of the question, the 
statute of limitations would apply 
to any act committed up to 1923, 
except the most serious crimes. 
Commissioner Farrington held that 
the witness might refuse to answer, 
saying that, while it did not seem 
that an answer could incriminate 
him, he might fear some collateral 
effect on an answer. 

In the questioning of Hullverson, 
Nov. 19, it was brought out that, to 
Hullverson’s knowledge, Poe was a 
former convict, but dates when he 
was in prison were not stated, 


Instructed by His Lawyer. 


To the first question asked, as to 
his present place of abode, Poe re- 
plied that he lived at 501 Missouri 
avenue, East St. Louis. The next 
question, as to the 1918-1923 period, 
brought the refusal, in which Poe 
referred to Sigmund Bass, present 
as his counsel, as having instructed 
him that he need not answer cer- 
tain questions. The questions as to 
employment by Hullverson, and the 


‘refusal to answer them, followed. 


Poe, in response to other ques- 
tions, admitted that a charge of 
barratry, or incitement of litigation, 
was pending against him in St. 
Charles; but he refused to say who 
his attorney in that case was. Pat- 
rick H. Cullen, cqunsel for Hullver- 
son, appeared with Poe at St. 
Charles Friday and got a continu- 
ance in his case until Feb. 3. 

Previous Witness Recalled. 

Cullen recalled Robert S. Kelly, 
who testified at the last previous 
session Wednesday. Kelly was for- 
merly superintendent of the Pioneer 
Silica Products Co. at Pacific. 

Kelly, who has testified that Hull- 
verson engaged him to solicit dam- 
age suit cases among former em- 
ployes of the Pioneer plant, was 
cross-examined as to several indi- 
vidual cases. The purpose of the 
questioning was to show that Hull-

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.—Two 
special commissioners appointed by 
the Cole County Circuit Court to 
conduct an accounting in a suit by 
the State to compel stock fire in- 
surance companies to make full re- 
payment of excess premiums col- 
lected during seven years of litiga- 
tion over a 10 per cent reduction 
in rates ordered in 1922, filed a re- 
port today, recommending a judg- 
ment of $1,142,175 against the com- | 
panies for unrefunded premiums 
and interest. 

The commissioners, Lewis Hord | 
Cook and State Representative H. 
P. Lauf, both of Jefferson City, 
sharply criticised an agreement en- 
tered into between State Insurance 
Superintendent R. Emmet O'Malley 
and the companies, proposing to 
settle the disputed claims, except 


interest, for $200,000, to be paid to | 


the Insurance Department. 


They declared that the Insurance | 
au- | 


Superintendent was without 
thority to enter into the compromise 
or to agree to accept 
less, through compromise, than the 
amount due. The commissioners 
asserted the action was an “unwar- 
ranted encroachment” on the juris- 
diction of the Circuit Court, and 
was not binding on the court. 
140 Companies Defendants. 


The judgment recommended by) 


the commissioners includes $200,000 
for refunded premiums, $74,912 as 
the amount of refund premium 
checks or drafts which were issued 
by the companies but never were 
cashed, and $867,263 in interest. 

The restitution suit, filed against 
140 companies in 1931 by the State 
Insurance Department, was an 
aftermath of the litigation over 
rates. The companies put the 10 
per cent reduction into effect, 
under protest, in 1929, after losing 
in attempts to block the reduction 
in the state and Federal courts. 

The Circuit Court, in May, 1933, 
found that the companies had coi- 
lected $13,086,609 in excess prem- 
iums between Nov. 15, 1922, and 
Aug. 8, 1929. The excess represent- 
ed the difference between the old 
rate, which the companies collect- 
ed during the litigation, and the 
lower rate ordered by the State. 
The Circuit Court ordered a full 
accounting and ruled that the judg- 
ment would be modified by credits 
for the amounts the companies 
could show they had refunded. 

$10,754,101 Refunded. 

The commissioners reported the 
companies had refunded $10,754,101 
direct to their policyholders and 
had paid $1,677,473 into court in the 
restitution case. After making sev- 
eral adjustments for dismissals and 
various credits, the commissioners 
held the companies still were liable 
for $491,780 for unrefunded prem- 
iums. 

This amount was reduced to a 
recommendation of $200,000 by ad- 
justments for policy cancellations, 
premiums on risks outside’ the 
State, which were improperly re 
ported as Missouri business, and 
other items. 

The report pointed out the ac- 
counting had resulted in collection 
of an additional $25,852 over the 


original court finding, through dis- | 
covery of errors and omissions in) 


company reports. 

In discussing the O’Malley com- 
promise agreement, the commission- 
ers pointed out it was so drawn as 
not to call for court approval, but 
they declared the matters involved 
were entirely within the jurisdiction 
of the court and could not be set- 
tled “by the arbitrary conduct of 
the parties.” If the agreement were 
carried out, they said, it would per- 
mit the companies to aecount for 
substantially less than the amount 
the court had held was.due, The 
proposed settlement was declared 
inadequate to satisfy the demands 
of the policyholders. 

Hearing on Report Later. 

The report will be set down for 
hearing later, before Judge Nike 
Sevier, if exceptions are filed. 

Suits over a 162-3 per cent in- 
crease in fire insurance rates which 
the companies forced into effect in 
1930, through injunction suits, are 
pending before a three-Judge Fed- 
eral Court in Kansas City and the 
Missouri Supreme Court. A com- 
promise of this litigation, which

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The 


Government requested a loan of; 


$900,000,000 last night to finance the 
winter work-relief peak and in- 
crease the Treasury’s store of ready 


cash. 
If the full $900,000,000 in new 
cash is raised. the nation’s public 


debt will be pushed to a new high 
of about $30,500,000,000, since it 
stood at $29,641,606,134 on Nov. 27. 

A statement by Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau offered for 
cash subscription an issue of $450,- 
000,000 in 2% per cent 10-year 
Treasury bonds and an equal 
amount of 1% per cent five-year 
Treasury notes. 

' Privilege of Exchange. 

In addition, holders of $418,000,- 
000 in 2% per cent Treasury notes 
maturing Dec. 15 were offered the 
privilege of exchanging these se 
curities for either the new bonds 
or notes.. 

The Secretary’s announcement in- 
cluded the proviso, however, that 
the total of the new issues may be 
increased in direct proportion to 
the amount of the maturing notes 
exchanged. 

Thus, if, as would normally be 

the case, 80 per cent of the matur- 
ing notes, or about $335,000,000, are 
offered for exchange, the total of 
the newly-issued securities would 
be increased by a like amount to 
more than $1,200,000,000. The re- 
mainder would be redeemed in 
cash. 
- This would bring the total of 
such borrowings since the present 
fiscal year began last July 1 to 
more than $1,700,000,000. 

It would leave, according to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s latest estimates, 
some $862,000,000 to be borrowed in 
the remaining six months of the 
fisca) year. The chief executive's 

_ figures were based upon presump- 
‘tion that the entire $4,154,000,000 al- 
located for recovery and relief 
would be spent. 

Interest Rate Unchanged. 

Interest rates on the new issues 

_ are exactly the same as those offer- 
ed in last September’s financing. 
In fact the new bonds are technical- 
ly to be part of the issue placed on 
the market then. They will be dated 
Sept. 16, 1935, and will bear interest 
from that date, payable semi-an- 
nually. 

The new bonds will mature after 
Sept. 15, 1945. The new notes will 
mature Dec. 15, 1940. 

If all of the old notes maturing 
are exchanged for the new notes, 
the Government will save $4,180,000 
in interest annually, but if the new 
bonds are taken in exchange, an- 
nual interest charges on the $418,- 
000,000 will be increased by $1,045,- 
000. 

Since the September financing 
rates were the lowest in a constant 
decline running through many 
months, some wondered whether 
the identical December coupons 
means that the low point of the 
movement had been reached and an 
upward turn was to be expected. 

Assurances From RKoosevelt. 


The prospective boost in the pub- 
lic debt total was preceded by new 
assurances from President Roose- 
velt that expenditures are soon to 
be brought into closer proximity 
with revenues, followed by a reduc- 
tion in the debt. 

Speaking in Atlanta Friday he 
said that early in his administra- 
tion, bankers told him a public debt 
of $55,000,000,000 to $70,000,000,000 
would carry no danger for the 
country. He asserted, too, that he 
had no intention, then or now, of 
incurring a debt of any such 
amount. : 

The acquisition of $900,000,000 in 
new cash finds the Treasury's 
working balance at its lowest point 
in many months, slightly more than 
a billion dollars. Ordinarily it is 
maintained at about $1,500,000,000.

Freight Business a Lever. 


Certain of these short line rail- 
roads have it in their power, by 
reason of their financial connec- 
tion with large industries, to control 
enormous amounts of freight. They 
use this lever to compel the trunk 
lines to route freight over the 
short lines. 

Originally it was intended that 
the RFC report on the Missouri 
Pacific should contain a study of 
the operation. of short line rail- 
roads in the St. Louis industrial 
area. One such railroad in par- 
ticular was shown to be deriving 
large revenues from the Missouri 
Pacific, the Frisco and Katy. Later 
it was decided to omit this part of 
the report for fear it might affect 
adversely. the Missouri Pacific’s 
freight revenues. 

All three lines are obligated to 
the RFC. The Missouri Pacific 
owes $23,134,800, the Frisco $5,190,-. 
000, and the Katy, $2,300,000. 

Short Line Operation Expenses. 

“In the majority of cases,’ the 
report states, “these various types 
of short line railroads carry a full 
complement of executive and operat- 
ing officers, with the result that 
over-head expenses consume an ab- 
normal amount of operating reve- 
nues. Because of restricted vol- 
ume, transportation expense is, 
more often than not, high and traf- 
fic solicitation is also a source of 
disproportionate expense. The more 
important traffic originating and 
terminating centers of the United 
States are the heaquarters of a 
veritable army of traffic represen- 
tatives of these short railroads, who 
either work on a salary basis, with 
probably a liberal expense allow- 
ance, or are engaged on a commis- 
sion basis and are granted a fee for 
each shipment of freight obtained.” 

“The net earnings of some of 
these short lines,” the report adds, 
“are quite high and instances of the 
payment of substantial dividends 
over a period of years are not un- 
common. Other lines are less pros- 
perous and many are barely able to 
meet operating costs. However, 
whether prosperous or not, they 
usually constitute a drain upon the 


trunk line railroads. 

“In some cases the transporta- 
tion service performed by the short 
railroads is almost or entirely un- 
necessary, and could be more eco- 
nomically handled by a trunk line 
in the territory. In other cases, a 
part or perhaps all of the transpor- 
tation soa of the short line car- 
rier is necessary, but could be per- 
formed more cheaply as branch line 
service by a connecting trunk line.” 

The Interstate Commerce Com-

Likewise a substan- 
tial decrease in the total of general 
expenses could be made if all three 
lines were under one management.” 

The report also recommends the 
abandonment of branch lines of the 
Missouri Pacific in the interest of 
economy.

Two Nanking emissaries who vis- 
ited Major-General Hayao Tada, 
commander of the Japanese army 
in North China, were told: “The 
situation is not improved by Ho 
Ying-chin's presence. His return to 
North China to engage in subver- 
sive activities is inconceivable.” 

Chinese authorities expressed con- 
fidence the Tokio War Office and 
Foreign Office would hold a more 
moderate view. 

They said Tokio might acquiesce 
in a program of broad administra- 
tive reforms—satisfying Japan's 
major requirements for elimination 
of anti-Japanese elements, and 
preserving the Central Chinese Gov- 
ernment’s sovereignty—if Gen. Tado 
and his cohorts could be held in 
check.

MOSCOW, Dec. -2.—Josef Stalin 
Soviet dictator, has ordered’ the 
quadrupling of gold production in 
Russia in the shortest possible time 
with the aim of assuming the rank 
of leader in world gold production, 
A. P. Serebrovsky, head of the VU. 
S. S. R. Gold Trust, disclosed to- 

day. 

The object of the move, observ- 
ers calculated, was to provide a 
solid gold reserve for the ruble, only 
recently stabilized arbitrarily at ap- 
proximately five to the American 
dollar, instead of two. 

A gold-backed ruble in greater 
circulation would aid in spreading 
better conditions throughout Rus- 
sia, it was said, and help Russian 
foreign trade dealings.

CW. BRYAN TELLS 
OF FIGHT BY DRYS 
AT LINCOLN, NEB. 


Mayor Tells Anti-Saloon 
League of Improving Sit- 
uation Despite ‘Unsatis- 
factory State Law.’ 


City officials of Lincoln, Neb., 
have endeavored to take “as much 
of the ‘lick’ out of ‘liquor’ as an un- 
satisfactory State law would per- 
mit,” Mayor Charles W. Bryan told 
a luncheon session of the twenty- 
eighth national convention of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America at 
Hotel Statler today. 

The convention opened yesterday, 
determined to make a new fight for 
prohibition. 

Bryan, against whom a recall 
movement failed recently, began a 
two-year term as Mayor last May, 
shortly after retiring as Governor 
of Nebraska. Brother of the late 
William Jennings Bryan, he was 
Democratic nominee * for Vice- 
President in 1924. 

Saying his administration of the 
city of 80,000 population had sought 
to “permit those legally entitled to 
buy a drink to buy it without mak- 
ing themselves a nuisance to thdse 
who do not want a drink,” Bryan 
declared moral conditions had im- 
proved. He said the Ministerial 
Association of Lincoln had com- 
mended the administration’s poli- 
cies, especially the prohibition of 
sale of liquor in residential sections 
or near churches, . schools, parks 
or recreational grounds, and that 
the beer and liquor stores likewise 
were upholding the city policies. 

Reductions in Saloons. 
As a result of the new restrictions 


the number of saloons was reduced 


from 139 to 69 and those remaining 
were law-abiding and operating at 
a profit, he said. He told how sa- 
loon “bouncers,” who had been dep- 
utized as policemen, one in each sa- 
loon, paid by the proprietor, had 
been eliminated and hundreds of 
“courtesy” police commissions can- 
celed. The city police formerly were 
prohibited from going to the sa- 
loons, where the “bouncers” were 
supposed to enforce the law. In a 
reorganization of the police force, 
the Mayor. added, members were 
forbidden to drink either on or off 
duty. 

Women and girls have been pro- 
hibited from loafing in saloons or 
soliciting “drinks, dates or dances” 
from men, and may enter saloons 
only with man escorts. In addition, 
Bryan said gambling and commer- 
cialized vice have been stopped. De- 
tailing the liquor rules, he said li- 
censes had been renewed only for 
hotels, restaurants and substantial 
beverage dealers in the main busi- 
ness section, regularly patroled by 
foot policemen. 

He said the _ recall movement 
against him had been backed by 
persons refused new or renewal li- 
censes and by underworld charac- 
ters. 

Billy Sunday Memorial. 

A memorial service for Billy Sun- 
day, the noted evangelist and dry 
leader, who died recently, was the 
first order of the day. Homer 
Rodeheaver, who was Sunday’s 
music leader, participated in it. 

Revitalization of the country’s 
moral stamina must go with the 
new anti-alcohol campaign, the con- 
vention was told by Prof. P. M.

“As a nation,” he said, “we went 
into a moral depression long be- 
fore the financial slump of 1929. 
We virtually declared moral bank- 
ruptcy when we allowed the sug- 
gestion to grow into conviction that 
prohibition could not be enforced. 
The growth of racketeering, rum 
running and beer baronetcies was 
permitted to be broadcast as proof 
of the failure of prohibition when 
in reality they were the legitimate 
spawn of a debauched and de- 
graded law enforcement. We must 
return to a whole-hearted support 
of law and order.” 

The new war on alcohol, he de- 
clared, would have two main phases 
—exposure and overcoming of the 
“renewed and greatly enlarged ac- 
tivities” of the organized brewing 
industry, and “a progressive and 
insistent drive in anti-alcohol edu- 
cation,” along the lines of the work 
of the W. C. T. U., the Anti-Saloon 
League and other organizations in 
the ‘70s, ‘80s and ‘90s.

BERKELEY, Cal., Dec. 2.—The 
setup for man’s first experiments 
with a ray 14 times more lethal 
than X-rays, so powerful that ap- 
proach is unsafe in any direction 
at less than 50 feet, is ready for 
work at the University of Califor- 
nia. 

The ray is a powerful beam of 
neutrons, the ultimate particles of 
atoms discovered four years ago by 
English scientists. 

The first sizeable beam of these 
neutrons is produced here in the 
heart of a magnetic field of an 
80-ton magnet by a method discov- 
ered by Prof. E. O. Lawrence of 
the University of California. 

Involved, though at present un- 
predictable, are possibilities for 


ordering the Sheriff to submit the 
records in question, or show cause 
why he should not be cited for con- 
tempt. 

Today’s order was made after 
Mooney decided the original order 
was faulty in that it directed the 
Sheriff to turn records over to au- 
ditors rather than to the Court 
itself.

The ray pilot sits there, at his 
hand a switch controlling a 12,000- 
volt electrical current, which pro- 
duces, in a pill-box metal “tube” 
set between the great magnet poles, 
a 4-500,000-volt beam of neutrons. 
In this transformation an energy 
of 12,000 volts is stepped up, in an- 
other form, to 4,500,000. 

The neutron beam is controlled 
as easily as an electric light. It goes 
on or off instantly with a turn of) 
the switch under the pilot’s hand. | 
On a ground glass scale the pilot 
watches a moving spot of light, the 
size of a quarter, which indicates 
the voltage of the distant neutron 
ray. 

Between the control board and 
magnet tanks of water are planned, 
set so that a wall of water three 
feet thick interposes between mag- 
net and control panel. The water 
is added protection against the ray.

Rats, for example, dying of X-rays, 
were unmarked. Those killed by 
neutrons developed ulcers. 

A theory partly confirmed may 
explain this difference. Both 
X-rays and neutrons are believed 
to destroy living cells by setting 
off within them explosions, or 
bombardments of atomic particles. 

The X-rays cause bombardments 
of electrons, very light weight par- 
ticles. Neutrons are thought to 
release a barrage of heavy parti- 
cles, caller protons, each one near- 
ly 2000 times more massive than 
an electron. 

The California neutrons and 
X-rays both inhibit growth of 
wheat seedlings. But the neutrons 
are 20 times the more effective.

Battle of Olympic Statements 
Nears Climax; 40 College Heads 
Favor Withdrawal of U. S. Team 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—The battle of statements on the question 
of whether American athletes should take part in the 1936 Olympic 
games in Germany because of alleged racial and religious discrimina- 
tion, comes down to a decision this week at the annual convention 


of the Amateur Athletic Union. 
While it is not on the official 

agenda and possibly may be side- 

tracked on parliamentary grounds, 


the Olympic question is expected to 
produce some lively arguments at 
the meeting, starting Friday and 
concluding next Sunday. 

Since the American Olympic 
Committee, headed by Avery Brun- 
dage of Chicago, accepted the Ger- 
man invitation 15 months ago, the 
issue has been growing steadily. 

The “opposition” led by Jeremiah 
T. Mahoney, A. A. U. president, 


hopes to bring about a refusal by 
the association to certify American 
athletes for the competition, as re- 
quired by Olympic rules. 

Even such a move would not be 
effective, for Count Henri Baillet 
Latour, president of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, recent- 
ly ruled that the International 
Olympic committee would be per- 
mitted to certify athletes in case 
the A. A. U, refused.

A CONTRAST IN DECISIONS. 

The Public Utility Holding Company Act came 
before Federal District Judges twice in November. 
The two instances provide an illuminating contrast. 

The first hearing was at Baltimore, before Judge 
William C. Coleman. There were three parties to 
the suit, all connected with the utilities interested. 
The Government was left out entirely, save that 
Federal attorneys appeared as “friends of the court,” 
but with no right of appeal. The ostensible com- 
plaining creditor was a small holder of utility secur- 
ities, who obviously did not know the significance 
of the proceedings, and Who had not met his chief 
legal representative, John W. Davis, until after he 
entered the courtroom. Judge Coleman, after hear- 
ing the testimony in this strange proceeding, held 
the act unconstitutional. 

The second hearing, before Judge John P. Nields 
at Wilmington, Del., had a similar setting. Again 
utility representatives attacked the Holding Com- 
pany Act; again the Government was not a party 
to the suit. Having heard the testimony, Judge 
Nields agreed that the constitutionality of the act 
should be promptly determined. But he declined to 
determine it, for, he said: 


A body created by an act of Congress is sought 
to be destroyed and stripped of its powers with- 
out being a party to the proceeding and with- 
out having its day in court. Such a course vio- 
lates accepted canons of legal procedure. 


What Judge Nields has set forth is an elemental 
principle of the law—that every party concerned in 
a suit shall have his day in court. Yet by con- 
trast with the curious action at Baltimore, it shines 
forth like the declaration of a “Daniel come to judg- 
ment.” Whether so intended or not, it is a rebuke 
to the utilities interests for their tactics at Balti- 
more, which become the more extraordinary in that 
another Federal Judge sanctioned them. 

Judge Nields’ stand cannot be weakened by any 
charge that he is friendly to the administration. 
He has been in the headlines before. Nine months 
ago, Judge Nields, in the Weirton Steel Co. case, 
ruled that Section 7A of the NIRA was unconsti- 
tutional.

WHAT KNOXVILLE DID. 

Cincinnati is usually cited as the American city 
which has made the most remarkable transformation 
in the character of its municipal government. In the 
story of its change from boss-ridden misrule to its 
present excellent management there is certainly much 
to justify the choice. There are many other cities, 
however, which have undergone similar changes for 
the better, and one of them is Knoxville, Tenn. 

The recent meeting of the International City Man- 
agers’ Association in Knoxville was a recognition of 
what this historic old Southern city has done in im- 
proving its municipal government. Twelve years ago, 
the people of Knoxville rose up against the profes- 
sional politicians and swept them out of office—all 
of them. Elected on a “People’s Ticket,” outstand- 
ing citizens who comprised the new City Council 
chose Louis Brownlow, one of the leading figures in 
the municipal reform movement, as City Manager 
and gave him the necessary freedom from favor-seek- 
ing to establish administration on an efficient, busi- 
ness-like basis. 

Today Knoxville would not think-of going back to 
the old system. It has an accounting system which 
is considered model. The city’s books daily show its 
financial condition tothe penny. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the policy is to live strictly within income, 
many public improvements, such as waterworks, 
schools and highways, have been built. Property is 
appraised scientifically, not by the slipshod method 
generally employed in American cities. 

Along with this change naturally has gone a change 
from the old spoils system to an efficient public ser- 
vice personnel. The case of the present City Man- 
ager, W. W. Mynatt, is in point. He entered the em- 
ploy of the people of Knoxville as an engineer in the 
Public Service Department. He performed his duties 
so capably that he was promoted to head of the de- 
partment when that post became vacant. Two years 
ago, when the office of City Manager needed to be 
refilled, Mr. Mynatt was again elevated. Fitness for 
the job is Knoxville’s test. 

And how was this change achieved? Let Edward J. 
Meeman, one of its promoters, now an editor in Mem- 
phis, explain: | 

The success of the movement was due to the 
fact that we tapped the immense reservoir of 
public spirit, which ordinarily does not partic- 
ipate in politics. We organized more thoroughly 
than the politicians and we beat them over- 
whelmingly. Many people have the queer no- 
tion that there is some mysterious quality that 
makes a man a politician—a quality which the 
ordinary citizen cannot cope with; that there is 
some uncanny superiority about the politician’s 
organization which a citizens’ organization will 
find itself baffled by. These are myths. Knox- 
ville’s experience shows that the intelligent and 
high-minded citizen is by that very fact im- 
mensely superior to the politician when he or- 
ganizes. 


These are heartening words. In them lies the proof 
that no community need have partisan mismanage- 
ment. What Knoxville did other cities can do. 
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“MADE IN JU. S. A.” 
“America must choose,” Secretary Wallace has said, | 
and so important is the issue to which he refers that | 
every citizen should be sufficiently informed to take | 
an intelligent part in the mandate.

is to be found only in new conceptions of 
neutrality will fight for retention of the 
present legislation and for passage of two 
items ieft out in the cold at the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

It is obvious that the legislation forcing 
mandatory embargoes upon war materials 
will serve to check the growth of another 
vast munitions trade with warring Powers 
and the dangers that follow a swing of our 
foreign trade in favor of our munitions cus- 
tomers and against those who cannot pur- 
chase the munitions. Why shall we contend 
for embargoes upon contraband articles as 
well, and prohibition of loans and credits 
to belligerents? Because it takes these two 
items to complete any sort of workable neu- 
trality program. If we are in earnest about 
neutrality, we may as well plan to be 
neutral. 

The futility of the old plan should be ap- 
parent. As a neutral in 1914, we claimed 
the right to trade in war materials and all 
other goods with the warring nations. This 
right—with two main exceptions—-had been 
recognized under the-:rules of international 
law which had grown up over more than a 
hundred years. The exceptions were impor- 
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tical 
fought all over again.

tant: A warring nation had the right-—a 
right which we recognized—to capture goods 
called “contraband.” Originally, “contra- 


band” consisted: of guns and explosives and 
other munitions intended for the armed 
forces. Great Britain, for example, had a 
legal right to stop an American ship on the 
high seas if it could prove that the vessel 
carried munitions bound for Germany. 

- * ~ 


By the end of 1916, Great Britain had 
placed almost every article exported by the 
United States on the lists of contraband. 
Our State Department protested that the 
British had no right to change the old rules 
of international law. We sent a stream of 
indignant notes to London. But Great 
Britain was engaged in a death struggle 
and knew that one way to win the war was 
to starve the enemy. Our notes fell on deaf 
ears, partly through the almost treasonable 
connivance of our own Ambassador. 

Our Government protested even more vio- 
lently to Germany. While British ships 
were seizing contraband and taking Amer- 
ican ve:sels into port, German submarines 
were sinking merchant ships on sight. The 
German Government argued that the sub- 
marine campaign was the only effective 
means of combating the Allied blockade 
which was starving the German people. 
They complained bitterly against the block- 
ade and against our huge trade in muni- 
tions and war materials with the Allies. 

The only logical result of attempting to 
enforce neutral “rights,” as they were de- 
scribed, was to get us into war with both 
sides or to force us to join hands with one 
violator of our rights against another. On 
April 6, 1917, Congress declared that a state 
of war existed between the United States 
and Germany. 

Thus we got into the war on the side of 
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those with whom we were doing a business 
of billions of dollars, yet they, too, had vio- 
lated our neutral rights. 

Let us foresee that under conditions of 
modern warfare everything supplied to the 
enemy population has the same effect as 
supplies to the enemy army, and will be- 
come contraband. Food, clothing, lumber, 
leather and chemicals are as important aids 
to winning the war as are munitions. Let 
us foresee that our ships carrying contraband 
will be seized, bombed from the air or sunk 
by submarines. Let us not claim as a right 
what is an impossibility. The only way we 
can maintain our neutral rights is to fight 
the whole world. If we are not prepared 
to do that, we can only pretend to enforce 
our rights against one side, and go to war 
to defend them against the other side. We 
might at least abandon pretense. 

On the matter of loans and credits to 
belligerents, the train of events which pulled 
us into the World War is equally significant. 
Correspondence which our Munitions Inves- 
tigation Committee discovered in the files 
of the State Department offers illuminating 
proof that there can be no true neutrality 
when our nation is allowed to finance one 
side of a foreign war. 

Our committee is pressing further the in- 
vestigation of American loans and credits 
to Allied nations during the World War, and 
I can say with confidence that in the com- 
ing session of the Congress our findings will 
present irrefutable proof of the influence 
of the big money lenders and money chang- 
ers in drawing us into the conflict. One 
statement needs no proof to intelligent men: 


You cannot finance one side of a war and 
remain neutral.

“But, think of the profits!” cry our the- 
orists. “America will never give up her 


lucrative trade in munitions and necessities 
of life when war starts!” Ernest Angell in 
a recent discussion in Harper’s asserted: 
“The American public is not prepared to pay 
the price of complete abstention from trade 
with belligerents, and only at that price can 
neutrality be effectively preserved.” 

I am quite prepared to admit that this 
program involves the sacrifice of transitory 
profits. I do not know how the American 
people will receive these neutrality efforts, 
but I feel they are worth presenting. I con- 
tend that profits are not worth the cost of 
involvement in another World War. I con- 
tend that all the profits of all the wars are 
not worth the cost of them. I would ask 
those who compile the figures to show how 
profitable in trade in munitions and neces- 
sities another war would be, who point to 


a “profit” to the. United States of five. bil- 
lion dollars from trade with the Allies in 
1914-18, to take a look at the 20 billion dol- 


lars of debt—and the world depression—we 
got in return. 

Just who profited from the last war? 
Labor got some of the crumbs in the form 
of high wages and steady jobs. But where 
is labor today with its 14,000,000 unem- 
ployed? Agriculture received high prices 
for its products during the period of the 
war and has been paying the price of that 
brief inflation in the worst and longest agri- 
cultural depression in all history.

“It seems ‘to me that the greatest weak- 
ness in our social-economic structure is our 
system of distribution. There is no such 
thing as over-production so long as any- 
body’s wants remain unsatisfied. 

“I would like to see statesmen and econo- 
mists giving more thought to the problem 
of getting the things people want into the 


hands of those who want them, than to 
making artificial attempts to increase the 
profits of producers.” 

In this observation, Mr. Stockbridge puts 
pithily something a great many citizens 
have been thinking for some time. Certain- 
ily this country has a sufficient farm and 
|factory apparatus to produce enough goods 
and services for the minimum needs of our

CHRISTMAS GIFTS for Children TO GIVE 


Home-Maade Trinkets Afford Lesson in Doing Things for Others 


By Beth Buchanan 


HRISTMAS time is exciting 
C enougn for grown-ups, but to 

children it is the day of days 
about which the rest of the year 
revolves. Does this enthusiasm re- 
sult only in selfish thoughts of 
“What shall I get?” Or does the 
child learn that it is fun to give 
as well? The character-making 


qualities that the yuletide season 


produces on the very young depend 
largely on the attitude of the par- 
ents. If they are wise they will 
encourage their child to give to 
those he loves at a very early age. 
Three or four years old is not too 
young for him to think of others. 

If his mother helps a child to 
make the gift with his own fingers 
it will seem much more important. 
The first home-made presents of a 
pre-school child are, of course, un- 
pretentious. But later, as he becomes 
more skillful with his hands, he can 
make unusually attractive gifts 
from such simple household articles 
as oranges, grapefruit skins, car- 
tons and cardboard combined with 
a few pennies worth of materials. 

Some morning when the family 
has had grapefruit for breakfast 
the skins may be saved to make 
nut bowls, ash trays or pin re- 
ceivers. When trimmed with de- 
signs of bright-colored crepe paper, 
these have a _ rustic hand-made 
charm that is reminiscent of all 
native crafts. Any child of 10 years 
could make them. 

First, all of the pulp and mem- 
brane are removed from the skins, 
which are allowed to dry for sev- 
eral days. They should be dried 
either in the sun or some slightly 
warmish place in the house. We 
found the top of our mechanical 
refrigerator a good temperature for 
this. The skins will shrink to about 
half their original size. Now paste 


on the decorations—simple designs 
of crepe paper, tiny circles, stripes, 
triangles or those folded snow- 
flakes that children learn to cut in 
kindergarten.

Make a sassy bow of the 
ends on top. Then, for a loop from 
which to hang this luscious smell- 
ing orange, use about three-quar- 
ters of a yard more of ribbon. slip- 
ping it through the bow and tack- 
ing the ends together.

For the grown friend who has a 
garden, a child can make a dozen 
or two plant markers. The thin 
wood from a strawberry box or 
grape basket does nicely for these.

Tie the markers with a 
bright red ribbon and slip a sprig 
of holly in the bow.
